Washington, July 12.—Finally the 
Underwood-bimmons tariff bill is be­ 
fore the senate and at least six weeks 
of debate are now in prospect. 
The 
bill has been reported by the full mem­ 
bership of the committee on finance. 
The motion to report was adopted by 
a strictly partisan vote. Senator Sim­ 
mons of North Carolina, chairman of 
the finance committee, gave notice 
soon after the bill was reported, that 
on nex t Wednesday he would move to 
make it the unfinished business, which 
motion, if adopted, will give the meas­ 
ure legislativ e right of way . 
The bill as it came into the senate 
carries many amendments. 
The in­ 
come tax amendment has been prac­ 
tically rewritten. 
The administrativ e 
features hav e been modified materially 
since the bill came from the house. 
One of the most important amend­ 
ments is that creating a joint commit­ 
tee of three members of each house of 
congress to submit a report on a rev i­ 
sion of the administrativ e features be­ 
fore Feb. 1, 1914. The senate commit­ 
tee also passed an amendment giv ing 
federal circuit courts of appeal con­ 
current jurisdiction with the customs 
court 
ov er 
customs 
appeal 
cases 
■where the amount inv olv ed ex ceeds 
$100 in v alue. 
One of the last amendments adopted 
by the senate committee is intended 
to conserv e the constitutionality of 
the measure and prov ides that if any 
clause, sentence, paragraph or part of 


the act Is held to he unconstitutional 
by the courts, that such judgment 
“shall not affect, impair or inv alidate 
the remainder of said act.” 
Democratic leaders contend that the 
senate committee has reduced the av ­ 
erage ad v alorem rate of duty nearly 
10 per cent below that carried by the 
bill as it passed the house and that it 
has increased the prospectiv e rev enue 
of the bill about $5,000,000 or $6,000,- 
00. As the bill was finally reported to 
the senate it prov ides that raw wool 
shall go on the free list after Dec. 1, 
and that sugar shall be free after May 
1, 1916, but the reduced duties on 
sugar shall not take effect until March 
1, 1914. 
Senator La Follette of Wisconsin 
serv ed notice on the finance commit­ 
tee that he would submit an indiv idual 
report on the tariff bill. 
Senator 
Smoot, another Republican member of 
the committee, gav e notice that he 
would submit a complete substitute 
for schedule K, the woolen schedule, 
which calls for duties nearly as high 
as those in the ex isting law. 
Senate 
leaders think the consideration of the 
tariff bill, which will begin nex t Wed­ 
nesday , will last six or eight weeks, 
and there is little prospect that the 
bill will pass the senate before Sept. 
10. 
The Republican leaders in the 
senate hav e serv ed notice on their 
Democratic colleagues that they will 
attack the bill in detail.

This disease of the eyes is becom­ 
ing of greater importance as it be­ 
comes more widespread throughout 
our country . 
In 189 7 the Secretary 
of the Treasury declared trachoma a 
dangerous contagious 
disease, 
and 
denied an immigrant afflicted with its 
entrance to this country, because of 
the discovery that the disease was 
being introduced 
and 
disseminated 
by immigrants. 
It seems to be un­ 
disputed that no country is free from 
the ravages of the disease, the his­ 
tory of which goes back to ancient 
times, and that no race is 
immune 
from it and no age exempt, except 
the very young. The cause of trach­ 
oma is not yet known, as the specific 
germ has not y et been 
discovered. 
The disease occurs in groups, in lo­ 
calities, in houses, in factories, and 
in schools, and is spread by contact 
or by contamination with articles like 
common towels, which are handled by 
the afflicted patient and his fellows. 
The seriousness of 
trachoma, its 
contagiousness, the knowledge 
that 
thousands of would-be 
immigrants 
are ’warflng to come to 
America if 
Vefetriction of this disease is removed, 
the amount of it 
already 
in 
this 
country , and, especially, its concen­ 
tration in certain localities mean that 
measures for its prevention should 
be inaugurated by every state, city 
and town where the disease has been 
discovred. 
Poverty, crowding, 
dirt 
and articles used in common tend to 
spread this infection rapidly. While 
the number of persons having trach­ 
oma may be diminishing in some of 
our larger cities where both the gov­ 
ernment and the local authorities are 
alert to the danger of the 
disease 
and to the 
segregation 
necessary, 
other cities and communities should 
pass such ordinances as would cause 
every case of trachoma to be report­ 
ed. 
School children should be 
in­ 
spected for this disease. 
Factories 
should also be inspected and where 
the disease is discovered the owners 
should take measures to prevent its 
spread and to eliminate it if possible. 
A person with trachoma should be 
isolated and treated until he is well. 
A child who is discovered to 
have 
trachoma 
and 
is 
banished 
from 
school should be followed to its home 
by a visiting nurse or some inspector 
from the board of health to 
insure 
that the child does not spread conta­ 
gion in its own home. 
School wash­ 
rooms should have faucets for run­ 
ning water which are controlled by 
foot-pressure, so that the hands need 
not touch the faucets. The common 
towel should be abolished with the 
common drinking cup. 
These rules 
for cleanliness apply also to factor­ 
ies, hotels, office buildings and all 
public institutions.

A book by Mrs. Augusta E. Stetso n 
o f New York, in which she announces 
herself as the spiritual head of the 
Christian Science church, has just been 
published. 
Because of her views and 
interpretations of the teachings of Mrs. 
Eddy the Mother Church of Christ, 
Scientist, excommunicated Mrs. 
Stet­ 
son in 19 09 . 
The book, which is entitled “Reminis­ 
cences. Sermons pud Correspondence, 
1884-19 13,” is the first direct personal 
avowal by Mrs. Stetson covering the 
controversy that separated her from 
the Mother church in Boston. 
It deals 
with her close relations with Mrs. 
Eddy , and her friends regard it not 
only as a justification of her course, 
but as her induction as the spiritual 
head of pure Christian Science. 


O n ly One L e a d e r. 
By the traditions of the church there 
can be but one leader, who has passed 
on. There can never be a successor in 
the phy sical sense, but Mrs. Stetson 
lias repeatedly declared that Mrs. Eddy 
would m anifest herself to the faithful. 
There is no allusion in the book to 
phy sical resurrection, which many have 
been expecting. The spiritual incarna­ 
tion, Mrs. Stetson’s adherents say , has 
arrived, and this book confirms it. 
“Since I resigned from the material 
organization, 
the

Church 
of 
Christ, Scientist, New York city ,” Mrs. 
Stetson say s, “I have never contended 
for any personal rights, but have been 
most vigilant and alway s at my post 
of spiritual observation, in defense of 
genuine Christian Science. 
“A sacred charge has been intrust­ 
ed to me by my beloved leader, Mary 
Baker Eddy , the defense of genuine 
Christian Science and the spiritual 
facts of being, against the efforts

mal magnetism) has failed to separate 
me from my leader and best earthly 
friend and,

Christ, will utterly and finally fail in

ble Christian Science."

has issued a bulletin on .earth road 
maintainance which 
should be 
of 
great interest here because it is a 
problem which is confronting the city 
as well as the younty authorities. The 
bulletin make* tin yiRqualifitfd State­ 
ment in fay gr of tfW road drag as a 
means of niaintaiiifng ah eanh read. 
The bulletin say s: 
If you look at the ordinary coun­ 
try road after a shower you will sec 
small puddles along the wheel ruts 
and sometimes larger 
pools. 
Tills 
water stry s on the road surri.e be­ 
cause it cannot drain away itiio the 
side ¿itches. If you look closely you 
will see side ditches 
wh.eh 
have 
glow 2 vp with bushes and weeds in 
mr.ny cases, and which are so far 
from the traveled part of the load 
that the rain water does not drain 
into them. 
That part of the road­ 
way where the 
wagons 
travel is 
called the traveled way. 
To prevent 
water l» i» m standing on the irave'ed 
way the road should be 
ra's’ei1 :.*i 
the renter and should slope 
gently 
into broad shallow 
ditches. 
It is 
then sau’, to have ii crown. 
Il it is 
10 fe-1 from the center of toe road 
to the side ditch, the surface at the 
side ditch should 
be 
at 
least 
10 
inches lower than it is at the center 
where the horses travel. 
The road 
then has a 10-inch crown. 
The rain 
that falls on a road properly crown* 
ed will run quickly to the side jind 
not soak into the surface or form 
pools. 
The side ditches for surface 
water should run parallel to the right 
of way, and should be open at every 
low point so that the water can run 
out of them into neighboring brooks 
or streams- If the ditches 
merely 
collect the water from the road sur­ 
face and it can not run away , large 
pools wjll he formed along the road­ 
side, which \vili gradually soak into 
the Soil beneath the road and make it 
so soft that the wheels of 
wagons 
will cut through the road surface and 
soon destroy it. 
Sometimes water runs from land 
along the road into the road and 
forms-a little siream down -the wheeb 
tracks or in the middle where 
the 
horses travel. 
When driveway s into 
farm y ards are built across the side 
ditches they frequently form chan- 
riets for' water from the farm y ard 
to run into the road. 
The pipes un­ 
der driveway s become 
filled 
with 
leaves or rubbish and the water can 
no longer run away. 
If the drive­ 
ways that stop the ditch water were 
rebuilt so that no pipes w7ere rebuilt 
so that no pipes were necessary and 
the ditch could be left open, much 
trouble from surface water would be 
stopped. 
Sometimes a 
road 
across 
low 
ground or through a swamp where 
the road can not be drained by side 
ditches alone. If the road were built 
higher like a 
railroad 
embankment 
across such a low land 
and 
made 
with a crown, it would be dry and 
hard. 
Sometimes 
a road passes 
through what is called a cut. 
This 
is a place where the earth has been 
dug out so that the road can go ov­ 
er a hill without being too steep. The 
water which always flows quietly un­ 
der the ground on hill sides is known 
as ground water. 
In road cuts such 
water sometimes makes the road very 
muddy, and the road then needs what 
road builders call underdrainage. A 
good kind of 
underdrainage 
is 
a 
trench to go along under the side 
drain and about 3 feet deep and a foot 
and a half wide. 
In this trench a 
pipe is laid near the 
bottom 
and 
covered with loose stones no bigger 
than an egg. 
When the trench is 
completely filled with 
loose 
stones 
the ground winter, instead of soaking 
into the roadway , will stop 
among 
the stones and flow down 
the hill 
through the pipe. 
To keep a road smooth and crown­ 
ed the best method is to drag it with 
a road drag. 
A road drag is made 
easily with two halves of a log which 
has been split. 
The log should be 
about 6 or 8 inches in thickness and 
about 6 or 8 feet long. 
The two 
halves of the log are set 3 feet apart 
with smooth faces forward and up­ 
right. 
They are then fastened to­ 
gether with braces set in holes bored 
through the log. 
A pair of horses 
may be used to drag the road and 
are hitched to a chain fastened to 
the front half of the log. The road 
drag should move forward so that it 
slants across the road in such a way 
that a small amount of earth 
will 


slide past the smooth face of the 
log toward the center of the „road, 
thus forming the crown. 
The edges 
of the logs will smooth out thecrftts. 
The best way to drag is to hegi^ a t 
the side ditch and go up one siw of 
the road, and then down’the Other. 
In the next trip tlie drag should be 
ftarjted A little nearer the center and 
fmr 
over' the road the tirag 
"may work close to the center itself,. 
Small ridges of earth will be tlitdwn. 
in the horse track and smeared by 
the round side of the log smoothly 
over the road. 
The smearing of the 
earth by the drag is called 
“pud­ 
dling” and it tends to make the sur­ 
face of the road smooth and water­ 
tight after the sun comes out. 
The 
road is alway s dragged after it has 
rained and not when it is dry. A 
good, strong pair of horses with a 
well-built drag can drag about 3 or 
4 miles of road in a day, and it is 
the best way to maintain good roads. 
In every county some farmer along* 
each 4 miles of road should own a 
drag and drag the road when it rains. 
He would always find the road in 
good condition when he goes to mar­ 
ket.
